Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District will consider recommendations 
tomorrow for spending about $400,000 in

Carter rescinds 
Ford's proposal on 
gas price controls 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today rescinded Gerald Ford’s 
proposal to lift gasoline price controls on 
March I. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell told 
reporters that Carter had informed 
Congress that he was withdrawing 
Ford’s order so that he could study the 
implications of the order more carefully. 
Ford submitted the plan to lift gas 
price controls last Wednesday, the day 
before he left office. 
In a statement, Powell said “ President 
Carter does not by this withdrawal in­ 
tend to imply any position on the ul­ 
timate merits or demerits of gasoline 
control. 
“ Instead, he intends to conduct a 
review of these controls as an integral 
part of the developments of an overall 
energy policy.” 
Powell said that such a review will ex­ 
amine the Ford administration’s conten­ 
tion “ that competitive market forces 
would restrain prices for motor gasoline 
below levels which would be permissible 
even if controls remained in effect

He also disclosed that Vice President 
Walter Mondale, who left for a trip to 
Europe and Japan Sunday, will ask U.S. 
allies, some of whom are “ heavy arms 
exporters,” to join in a multilatenal ef­ 
fort to curb sales. 


In addition. Carter said Vance will 
travel to the Middle East within a month 
and will urge Israel and the Arab states 
to hold down their arms purchases from 
the United States and other countries. 


As for nuclear arms limitations. 
Carter said, “ I would like to proceed 
quickly and aggressively with u com­ 
prehensive test ban treaty. I am in favor 


of eliminating the testing of all nuclear 
devices, instantly and completely.’ 
The President said the Soviets have 
sent him “ an encouraging message” on 
the subject but he does not know whether 
they will agree to it. 
Furthermore, Carter said. “ I would 
like to move very quickly, even prior to 
the SALT II agreement, toward a much 
more substantive reduction in atomic 
weapons as the first step to complete 
elimination in the future.” 
Wearing a blue-gray tweed suit and 
sipping coffee, the President sat on a 
sofa before a glowing fire in the fireplace 
and spoke with some reverence about the 
White House 


“ It is really awe-inspiring,” he said, 
calling his tour of the Lincoln suite and 
the Treaty Room a “ very sobering ... 
very gratifying experience .” 
“ I can’t say that I feel completely at 
ease with it yet.” he said, while adding: 
“ I feel good about it. I have enjoyed it so 
far ...

Carter called his order pardoning all 
Vietnam draft evaders on his first full 
day in office “ a proper thing to do,” and 
said, “ It is one that I feel very much at

BU SSELS, Belgium (U P I) - Vice 
President Walter Mondale said today 
that any stepup in U.S. aid to NATO 
besides a “ modest increase” already 
programmed would depend on cor­ 
responding increases from the alliance’s 
European partners. 
At a news conference after a day of 
high-level talks on the first leg of a six- 
nation. nine day diplomatic mission. 
Mondale pledged the four-day-old Carter 
Administration would not cut the U.S. 
NATO commitment despite planned 
trimming of “ waste but not muscle” 
from the domestic defense budget. 
Declaring that a “ modest increase” in 
U.S. NATO contributions was already in 
the pipeline, Mondale said further in­ 
creases would depend on a “ cooperative 
approach in which (other) members of 
the alliance also contribute to that level 
of additional support.” 


Mondale also ran through what he 
called a “ whole range of issues,” with 
the president of the Common Market’s 
executive commission. Roy Jenkins. The 
talks centered on world economic and 
monetary problems, unemployment, in­ 
flation and the status of multilateral 
trade negotioations, Mondale said 
He said he considered it “ very likely” 
an international economic summit 
meeting would be helJ in “ mid-year,” 
but said such a meeting would depend on 
reactions from foreign leaders he meets 
during his world-circling tour of western 
Europe and Japan. 
He said the leaders’ reactions would be 
kept confidential and relayed to Presi­ 
dent Carter. 
Mondale said he is telling all the 
leaders on his tour that Carter favors a 
resumption of multilateral trade talks in 
Geneva “ at the quickest possible 


moment ” He said Carter would name a 
special trade rep resen tative and 
negotiator shortly.

Lompoc* Transit will abandon its fixed- 
route system in favor of a personalized 
door-to-door service starting February 1, 
it was announced today. 
This is the second change that the 10- 
month pilot transportation program has 
undergone since it began last September 
1. In December, the route was modified 
and the fare cut in half in an effort to in­ 
crease patronage. 


“ The use of the bus steadily increased 
from a weekday average of about 20 pas­ 
sengers per day during the first month to 
a current average of 74,” said Dean 
Crowder, manager of the system. 


“ A cost analysis disclosed that the pre­ 
sent rate of increase was not sufficient to 
justify continuing travel along a fixed 
route.” Crowder added 
He said the switch to a door-to-door 
service will result in “ substantial cost 
savings" at the current rate while im­ 
proving the transportation service 
Operating hours will be adjusted. 


Crowder said, to conform to the times of 
greatest use, from 8 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on 
weekdays and 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Satur­ 
days There will be no Sunday service un­ 
der the new program. 
To arrange for pickup, a customer 
needs only to dial 736-4722, as far in ad­ 
vance as possible since service will be on 
a first call, first served basis 
“ Tell them where you want to be 
picked up, where you want to go, how 
many people will be riding, the appoint­ 
ment time, if any, your telephone 
number and name. They will schedule 
your pickup and d e liv e ry ," said 
Crowder, who pointed out that regular or 
daily pickups except for Sunday may be 
arranged with one telephone call. 
Basic fare for the door-to-door pickup 
anywhere in the city limits is 25 cents, 
with discount tickets available in quan­ 
tities which will reduce the cost to 20 
cents per ride. 
Service to the FCI will conform to 
visiting hours, with basic fare being 50 


cents, or discount prices of 40 cents 
Crowder said an agreement is being 
worked out to allow the buses to enter 
the Lompoc Shopping Center to dis­ 
charge and pick up passengers in front of 
the stores. Agreements already are in ef­ 
fect with Plaza Shopping Center and the 
Williams Brothers center on West Ocean 
Avenue. 


Passengers are encouraged to be 
ready when the bus arrives, because it 
will not be possible to wait for more than 
one minute Exact change is required to 
board the bus, since the drivers will not- 
carry change, Crowder said. 


The City of Lompoc contracted with 
the Community Action Commission to 
operate the pilot transportation system, 
with funds coming from Senate Bill 325 
appropriations 
The changes are being made to deter­ 
mine which type of transportation ser­ 
vice will best fit the needs of the local 
community, city officials said

New ordinance 
sets hearing on 
impounded animal 


One of four ordinances in­ 
troduced by the Lompoc City 
Council to am end the anim al- 
keeping sections of the City 
Code is to bring the city into 
com pliance with a new state 
regulation requiring an im ­ 
m ediate post-seizure hearing in 
the case of impounded anim als 
The ordinance, which will 
receive its second reading and 
consideration for final adoption 
at 
the February 1 m eeting of 
the City Council, w as drafted by 
City Attorney Alan Davidson to 
p ro v id e a sim p le h e a rin g 
procedure where there is a dis­ 
pute over the impounding of 
anim als. 
"W ith the refinem ent of civil 
rig h ts in recen t y ears, the 
courts have held that persons 
have rights to hearings upon the 
d e p riv a tio n of p r o p e r ty ,” 
Davidson's com m unication to 
the council accom panying the 
ordinance said 
It once was considered an 
adequate rem edy if the man 
could go to court and prove his 
dam ages or rectify his wrongs 
However since it takes two or 
three years to get to the court, 
the courts have held in many 
cases that due process requires 
a hearing either prior to the 
taking of the property (such as 
the garnishm ent of wages or a t­ 
tachm ent of property prior to 
tr ia l1 or the im m ediate right to 
a hearing after the taking 
‘ A 
h e a rin g b e fo re a d ­ 
m in istrativ e officers of the 
government has been deemed 
to be satisfactory. ’ Davidson 
continued, citing as an exam ple 
th e 
r e q u i r e m e n t t h a t a 
recipient of w elfare be given a 
hearing prior to canceling of 
the welfare, even when the 
government has facts clearly 
showing that the recipient is not 
entitled to the welfare. 
Thert is considerable actual 
logic for this.'' said Davidson, 
since the recipient m ay have 


the sam e nam e as som e other 
person and the w hole thing 
could be a m istake.” 
The courts have m ade sim ilar 
rulings in the case of im ­ 
pounding of farm anim als, he 
said Even where there is im ­ 
m ediate reason to im pound 
anim als for the protection of 
the anim al itself or for public 
health reasons, there still m ust 
be granted an im m ediate post­ 
seizure hearing

Davidson drafted to bring Lom ­ 
poc into com pliance with the 
new finding, 
the proceeding 
would be sim ilar to the one the 
city has used for som e tim e 
concerning abandonm ent of 
vehicles 
U n d e r th is p r o c e d u r e , 
D a v id so n 
s a id , a p e rs o n 
designated by the city a d ­ 
m inistrator reviews claim s that 
automobiles that have been im ­ 
pounded or are threatened with 
impoundment are really not 
“ abandoned'’ autom obiles. 
“ There are about two appeals 
a year and they are easy to dis­ 
pose of,” Davidson said, ad­ 
ding: 
We feel that there probably 
would be even few er appeals

He said he knows of no com ­ 
plaints of this nature in the city 
during the past three years. 
The ordinance requires th at a 
post-seizure hearing m ust be 
requested within 10 days after 
the impounding of the anim al 
and a sworn statem ent subm it­ 
ted as to why the appelant feels 
the action w as not according to 
law or was derogatory to the 
ow ner's or keeper's rights. 
The city adm inistrato r then 
will consider the m atter and 
m ake a w ritten report on his 
disposition of the case within 
three days a fter the com pletion 
of the hearing.

P rice controls on milk sold in 
California grocery stores were 
suspended this month, but Lom­ 
poc consum ers are paying the 
sam e price for a half-gallon 
now as they did in D ecem ber — 
72 cents 
How long that price holds the 
big grocers will not predict. 
“The only thing I can tell you 
with any degree of assurance is 
that everyday the sun goes up in 
the morning and goes down at 
night, 
rem arked Tom Hyland, 
vice 
president and general 
m anager of W illiams Brothers. 
The California F arm Bureau 
Federation, however, is sure 
that the suspension will lead 
eventually 
to higher 
retail 
prices for dairy products 
“ Prices may drop tem porari­ 
ly. but as there is m ore p res­ 
sure for store profitability we 
can anticipate the price of dairy 
products to go u p .” said a 
CFBF spokesman. “ And we can 
see 
what happens in other 
states which didn't have con­ 
trols — the price of milk is con­ 
siderably higher than in Califor­ 
nia.” 
The statew ide suspension of 
retail milk prices began on 
January 6 after an announce­ 
m e n t by S ta te F o o d an d 
A g ric u ltu re D ire c to r T im 
W allace He said the action was 
based on testim ony at public 
hearings during which strong 
support for suspension was ex­ 
pressed from the S tate A t­ 
torney G en eral’s office, con­ 
sum er groups and two retaij 
food chains. 
The action follows an experi­ 
m ent in the Sacram ento area of 
retail price suspension In that 
area prices dropped at first to 
58 cents per half gallon from 66 
cents Since then, prices have 
risen to an average of 66 cents 
L o cally , the la rg e re ta il 
stores — Scolari's. W illiams 
B rothers and Safeway — are 
continuing to charge 72 cents a 
half gallon, the sam e price they 
charged before the suspension 
The retailers indicate they 
will lower their milk prices 
only if their com petitors do.

M inority admission plan 
decision appealed by UC 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif. (U PI) - 
The University of California 
had compelling reasons to ap­ 
peal to the U.S. Supreme court 
a state decision striking down 
its special minority adm issions 
program s, according to its 
president. 
If the university had not ap­ 
pealed. the result would have 
been “ a crushing blow to the 
many minority students work­ 
ing hard 
in the hope that ac­ 
cess to professional training is 
a realistic possibility despite 
handicapped educational back­ 
grounds.’’ said UC President 
David Saxon Sunday 
Saxon defended the univer­ 
sity 's decision to appeal, a 
move that has been criticized 
by some minorities on grounds 
the case is not strong enough 
and that an adverse decision by 
the high court m ight hurt 


minorities nationally. 
The C a lifo rn ia S u p re m e 
Court ruled in Septem ber that 
adm issions program s that give 
p re fe re n tia l tre a tm e n t to 
minorities at the expense of 
whites violate the equal protec­ 
tion guarantee in the constitu­ 
tion 


Allan Bakke, who is white, 
had sued the university, saying 
that because of his race he was 
twice denied adm ission to the 
UC D av is M edical School, 
which reserves 16 of 100 places 
for minority students. 


The university’s regents ap­ 
pealed the California Supreme 
Court ruling 
And the U.S. 
Supreme Court may decide as 
early as this week whether to 
take the case 
Saxon said the state court s 


status as ‘the high court for the 
most populous state, its dis­ 
tinguished reputation and the 
fact that its ruling is the most 
recent on this issue would sure­ 
ly exert a chilling effect on 
minority adm issions program s 
throughout the country .” 


In a written statem ent, he 
said the university cannot await

Soviet strength 
told by Senators 


MOSCOW (U PI) - At least 
90 persons died in the crash of a 
Soviet jetliner near the Central 
Asian city of Alma-Ata on Jan. 
13, acco rd in g to u n official 
reports reaching Moscow dur­ 
ing the weekend. 


Word of the disaster cam e 
from foreign ers working in 
Alma-Ata. There was no men­ 
tion of a crash in the area’s 
provincial newspapers and offi­ 
cials at the Alma-Ata’s airport 
said they knew nothing about it 


That is not unusual in the 
Soviet Union, 
where official 
confirmation of air crashes is 
infrequent and details, includ­ 
ing the number of victim s, are 
never m ade public 


The foreign sources quoted 
w itnesses and personnel of the 
Soviet Aeroflot Airline as say­ 


ing no one aboard the TU104 
survived the crash. The 100-seat 
plane was said to be carrying 
from 90 to 96 passengers and 
crew 
No foreigners were believed 
to be aboard. 
The sources said they were 
told the jet—the TU104’s are 
the oldest in the Aeroflot fle e t- 
exploded at an altitude of about 
3,200 feet and crashed into an 
open field.

shall attend public schools in 
the district in which their 
parent or guardian resides 
A new statute provides for 
four exceptions.

In a ruling seen as having pos­ 
sible widespread effects, Santa 
Barbara Municipal Judge Ar­ 
nold Gowans has found that the 
system of picking juries in the 
court runs afoul of the constitu­ 
tion because of lack of suf­ 
ficient number of potential 
jurors representating Spanish- 
sumamed people, and the poor 
and young 


Judge Gowans" ruling applied 
specifically to only two cases, 
but is seen as likely to affect 
jury selection throughout the 
county in the coming months 


The county public defender’s 
office had challenged the jury 
selection procedures, and the 
court's finding supported the 
challenge 
The d istrict a t­ 
torneys office had not opposed 
the challenge 


Meanwhile, the county jury 
commissioner's office has an­ 
nounced that a Santa Barbara 
area person who has persistent­ 
ly and publicly refused to res­ 
pond to a summons to become a 
ju ro r could face contempt 
proceedings 


The case involves a person 
identified as Dave Olsen. Olsen 
has made public a letter he sent 
to the jury commissioner's of­ 
fice. which he has described as 
"arrogant, officious ^nd high­ 
handed " Olsen said he in­ 
formed Jury Commissioner 
Allen Abersman that justice in 
the United Slates "is a sham .. 
and I have no intention to ever 
serve on any jury."

Soviet '76 economy grows 
at slowest rate in years 


MOSCOW 
(U P I) - The 
Soviet economy in 1976 grew at 
one of the slowest rates in 
years, with some sectors not 
even m atching the m odest 
goals set by planners, authori­ 
ties have announced. 
Figures released by the 
Central Statistical Board dur­ 
ing the weekend showed that 
some gains in industrial output 
were the smallest since World 
War II 
Although no official explana­ 
tion of the slowdown was 
reported. Western economists 
have attributed it to the 1975 
harvest disaster and a desire by 
planners to emphasize quality 
over quantity. 
Growth-rate goals were set 
lower than at any time in the 
past 25 years, apparently so 
that factories and enterprises 
would be spared the frequent 
end-of-the-year rush to meet 


the plan with a flood of shoddy 
goods. 
In fact, the board reported, 
“the technical level and quality 
of a number of production items 
are still low.’’ 
The statistical board reported 
that industrial output in 1976 in­ 
creased 4.8 per cent, 0.5 per 
cent higher than planned but 
considerably less than the 7.5 
per cent increase in 1975 and 8 
per cent a year earlier. 
The so-called light industry 
portion of the economy, which 
produces consum er goods, 
achieved a growth rate of 3 per 
cent, marginally above the 2.7 
per cent goal. The target was 
only half the 6 per cent growth 
rate set in 1975. 
The Soviets reported in­ 
c r e a s e d 
p r o d u c tio n 
of 
automobiles, 
television 
sets, 
w a sh in g 
m a c h in e s 
and 
refrigerators. 


Heavy industry increased 5.5 
per cent, well above the 4.9 per 
cent goal. The 1975 planned in­ 
crease was 7 per cent. 
Steel production was 145 
million tons — 2 million below 
the plan. Soviet oil production, 
which now leads the world, was 
520 million tons, an increase of 
30 million tons over 1975. 


The statistical board said the 
national 
incom e, a figure 
similar but not equal to the 
gross national product reported 
in Western countries, increased 
5 per cent instead of the plan­ 
ned 5.4 per cent. 


Labor productivity increased 
3.3 per cent, off 0.1 per cent of 
the planned figure. Because of 
the declining birthrate in 
developed section s of the 
country, labor productivity is 
being increasingly relied upon 
to achieve economic growth.

W ashington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Justice Dept, sides with barons 


WASHINGTON - Despite the fact 
that some additives used in alcohol have 
turned out to be toxic, the booze barons 
have fought for the right to hide the in­ 
gredients from the public. 
Now the Justice D ept.’s antitrust 
chief. Donald G. Baker, has sided with 
them He reached his 
decision after huddl­ 
ing p riv a te ly 
la st 
m o n th 
w ith 
six 
representatives from 
the alcohol industry. 
Other federal officials 
were present, but no 
consumer advocates 
were invited. 
The issue is whether 
the J u s tic e D ept, 
should appeal a ruling 
by a low er c o u rt, 
w hich 
upheld 
th e 
liquor industry’s right 
to conceal the in ­ 
g r e d ie n ts 
its 
customers drink. The 
court is located in the 
heart of Kentucky’s bourbon country, 
and its proximity to the booze business 
may have affected its view of the law. 
The Food and Drug Administration (F- 
DA). which is supposed to protect the 
public from harmful food, drugs and 
drinks, would like to compel the liquor 
lords to reveal their secret recipes. For 
some brewers have been known to mix 
dangerous ingredients in their alcohol. 
For example, several brewers added 
cobalt sulfate to their beer a decade ago. 
This is a metallic substance, which 
forms a big. foamy head But for some 
beer drinkers, the appetizing foam 
turned out to be deadly. At least 50 died 
from the cobalt-alcoholic mixture. 
Afterward, two doctors complained: 
“ Had this metal been known to be pre­ 
sent in beer 
the prompt adm inistra­ 
tion of (an antidote) might have saved 
some of our patients.” 
Under federal law, the FDA can com­ 
pel producers to list the ingredients in 
their foods and drinks But for the sake 
of bureaucratic peace, the FDA gave up 
its jurisdiction over the liquor industry 
years ago. Jurisdiction then was as­ 
sumed by the Bureau of Alcohol. Tobac­ 
co and Firearm s, which has been lax 
about enforcing the labeling laws 
U nder p re ssu re from consum er 
groups. ATF drafted regulations in 1975 
that would require liquor labels to list 
the ingredients. The liquor industry 
responded with some counter-pressure 
of its own, sources say, and the ATF 
quietly withdrew the regulations. 
The Food and Drug Administration, 
however, did not remain quiet. Commis­ 
sioner Alexander Schmidt contended 
that consumers ought to know what they 


are drinking. He informed ATF chief 
Rex Davis, therefore, that FDA would 
m ake the brew ers label th eir in­ 
gredients, whether the ATF liked it or 
not. 
This arbitrary FDA action caused the 
booze barons to start jumping like corks 
popping out of cham pagne bottles. 
Several wine and spirits groups joined in 
filing a lawsuit. They shopped around for 
a sym pathetic court and chose the 
federal district court in Owensboro, Ky. 
Last August, Judge Jam es Gordon 
ruled that the ATF, not the FDA. had ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction over the labeling of 
alcoholic beverages. This is precisely 
how the alcohol industry wanted the 
judge to rule, since the AFT was willing 
to let the whiskey m akers keep their in­ 
gredients hidden. 
But the FDA’s chief counsel, Richard 
Merrill, fired off a confidential memo to 
the Justice Dept., requesting that Judge 
Gordon's decision be appealed 
The 
m em o ch a rg e d th a t th e decision 
“ negates Congress’ determination that 
consumers are entitled to know the com­ 
position of the products they consume.” 
The memo also warned that, if the 
decision isn’t challenged, the FDA will 
be powerless “ to bring misbranding 
charges” against m iscreant liquor com ­ 
panies. 
Yet a n titru st chief B aker, a fte r 
m eeting with the alcohol represen­ 
tatives, recom m ended letting Judge 
Gordon’s ruling stand. It's now up to the 
Solicitor General, who has the final say 
Word of the backstage manipulations 
reached Rep. Ben Rosenthal, D-N Y , 
chairm an of the House Consumer Sub­ 
com m ittee, who protested privately to 


the Justice Dept. He wrote bluntly that 
“ the consumer community believes the 
ATF has shirked its consumer protection 
responsibilities” 
and 
that 
“allowing 
Judge Gordon's ruling to stand will un­ 
dermine greatly the consum ers’ faith in 
government.” 
Footnote: A Justice Dept, spokesman 
said Baker would not comment because 
his recommendation was before the 
Solicitor. At press time, the Solicitor’s 
office had made no final decision. An at­ 
torney for the liquor companies said the 
cost of listing ingredients would be 
prohibitive The present regulations, he 
insisted are adequate to safeguard the 
drinking public. 
GAMBLING GUIDELINES: In New 
Jersey, state investigators will take a 
close look at the business groups that 
have bought up property in Atlantic City, 
which could become the Monte Carlo of 
the East Coast. 
The investigators suspect that some 
groups may be fronts for organized 
crime The iobbving to legalize gambling 
in Atlantic City was intensive. More than 
$1 million was poured into the campaign. 
State investigators believe much of this 
money came from mob sources. 
Already, they have started to update 
their files on the business groups that 
purchased possible casino sites in Atlan­ 
tic City The invetigators will wait until 
the casino applications come in next 
year, however, before starting any ac­ 
tive investigations. 
New Jersey’s lawmakers, meanwhile, 
must pass legislative guidelines for 
gambling. Then the battle between the 
mobsters and the racket busters should 
begin

"When ZB speaks on international 
Communism,” the reviewer went on, “ I 
truly believe he is the W est’s outstanding 
authority despite the fact that Townsend 
Hoopes told me so.” And, indeed. ZB had 
the reputation over a number of years of 
being, so to speak, the center of in­ 
formed academic anti-Communist opi­ 
nion in New York, presiding over Colum­ 
bia’s Research Institute for Communist 
Affairs. But then some time along about 
when detente becam e official U.S. 
policy, that center was renam ed the 
R esearch Institute on International 
Change 
These symbolic changes are of great 
meaning to ZB, who puts great heed on 
terminologies. I rem em ber five years 
ago listening raptly to him as he discus­ 
sed the awful gains the Communist world 
had effected during the first three years 
of the Nixon Administration. He used a 
brilliant figure of speech. He recalled 
that during the great war, BBC was the 
verbal center of a global enterprise. 
Every day, from the BBC. the word went 
out to people fighting in trenches, air­ 


planes, submarines, each in his own way. 
against the Axis powers. Every day 
there was. so to speak, a progress report 
It was the great heartbeat for the anti- 
Fascist enterprise. Only if the Voice of 
America could rise to such a challenge, 
said ZB. could it be finally useful to the 
anti-Communist enterprise of the day. 


Those accents no longer appear in ZB’s 
analyses He talks now about the world 
drifting off in search not of liber­ 
tarianism . but equalitarianism. He then 
understands the United States as both 
disillusioned, and not disillusioned; as 
isolationist and not isolationist; as shed­ 
ding the influence of a WASP-dominated 
foreign policy and not shedding the in­ 
fluence ot WASP domination: as com­ 
plex but on the other hand not so com­ 
plex; as shaping new global relations 
both despite and because of the rising 
global egalitarian passions until 
real­ 
ly, it reels the mind. On a recent occa­ 
sion he advised me that United States 
foreign policy was based on “ the 
prim acy of the individual and the 
centrality of pluralism .” and forsootb I 
gave up trying to understand ZB, though 
now that I am his subject, I must at­ 
tempt to judge just exactly how. as he 
would put it, he will impact on foreign 
policy. 


In short. ZB is a very brilliant man. 
who tends to say and write slightly more 
than what he has to say and write, which 
will make him feel at home in the 
bureaucracy. One can only wish him 
well, and pray that Jimmy will be able to 
understand this here city slicker from 
the academy, then maybe explain him to 
us.

If someone ever sat back and counted 
all of the federal, state and local laws 
which govern the lives of Americans, 
there is no doubt that the figure would 
total in the millions. And, we are sure, 
that wouldn’t include the multitude of 
rules and regulations promulgated by the 
burgeoning number of regulatory agen­ 
cies which have the 
fo rce of law . N or 
would it probably in­ 
clude those laws which 
are now considered 
“ dead letter.” 
A nyw ay, enough 
new laws are passed 
each year to m ore 
than make up for those 
that have fallen by the 
wayside 
We h a v e a new 
Congress this year and 
the legislatures of 49 
states are slated to 
convene 
so m e tim e 
during the year. Only 
Kentucky, which is 
one of a handful of 
states whose legislatures regularly meet 
only every other year, will be spared the 
onslaught of new legislation. 
Even some states whose legislatures 
meet every year have set lim its on the 
length of sessions. One of the shortest is 
Alabama s 30 days. The good people of 
that state have wisely determined that if 
there is anything demanding the atten­ 
tion of the lawmakers, a month is plenty 
of time for them to deal with it. Any 
longer and they would only get into mis­ 
chief. 
It is for sure that American citizens 
can look for a boom year in lawmaking 
during 1977. Lawmakers are going to 
consider everything under the sun — and 
the sun. too. for solar energy. 
California’s Legislature has a heavy 
docket, for sure In Ohio, here’s a list of 
what they are considering: handgun con­ 
trol, mandatory deposits on beverage 
containers, voter registration by mail 
for handicapped persons, a sales tax on 
casual sales of w atercraft and outboard 
motors, a prohibition on telephone com­ 
pany charges for directory assistance 
when the number is not listed in the 
telephone book, the exem ption of 
volunteer rescue vehicles from motor 
vehicle registration fees, creation of a 
Civilian Conservation Corps and Spanish 
Speaking Affairs Commission, tougher 
penalties for drug violators, and on and 
on and on.

She’s been 
turned down but the bill can still be 
reconsidered and she plans to waste a 
few more hours of the Assembly’s time 
soon to get it done ... We hear that the 
massive Environmental Im pact Report 
on the space sh u ttle program at 
Vandenberg is near ... A growing con­ 
cern for a lot of m erchants in this com­ 
munity and others is the number of bad 
checks that are passed. We read the 
other day that $4 billion bad checks are 
passed annually in the United States and 
half of that number are cashed in super­ 
m arkets. You can bet that this loss is 
reflected in the grocery prices ... Look 
for a big salary increase battle between 
the California State Employes Associa­ 
tion and G overnor Brow n. Brown 
proposes a $73.1 m illion package, 
averaging about a five per cent salary 
hike, but CSEA is adam ant about a $342.1 
million package including pay raises for 
clerks amounting to about $175 per 
month, ¡Jus autom atic cost-of-living in­ 
creases and other fringes.
